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The  Moody  Bearcats  opened  the  successful    '41  season  with 
a  new   trainer,    Coach  Sam  T.   Montgomery,   with  a  heartening 
20-6  victory  over   the   State  Home   squad.      Although  not   a 
conference  game   it  forecast  what   to   expect  of  the   rompin' 
Bearcats . 


Game  Two  was  an  expected  topple  of  12-0  to  the  McGregor 
Bulldogs ,  but  the  defeat  served  to  fire  the  hoys  to  a  comeback 
Over  Reisel  to  the  tune  of  34-0. 

Moody's  first  conference  game,  with  Troy's  Trojans, 
followed  through  with  another  lopsided  score,  26-0.  District 
hopes  were  taken  out  of  the  mothballs  where  they  had  lain 
undisturbed  for  almost  ten  years,  and  aired,  encouraged  fur- 
ther by  more  scores  like  Bruceville-Eddy,  30-0,  Crawford, 
30-0,  and  Mt.  Calm,  62-0.  The  latter  cost  the  Bearcats  their 
crashing  180-pound  tackle,  Ira  Allison,  by  sidelining  him  for 
the  rest  of  the  season  with  a  fractured  right  arm. 

District  hopes  bit  the  dust,  however,  when  the  Bearcats 
dropped  a  heartbreaker  to  the  dreaded  Lorena  eleven  the  next 
week.  The  Bearcats  led  the  Leopards  6-0  at  the  half,  but  a 
superior  passing  attack  and  wide  end  sweeps  switched  the 
favor,    ending  the  game  with  13-6  win  for  Lorena. 

Although  knocked  to  their  knees,  the  Bearcats  recovered 
for  their  last  game  to  take  it  out  on  South  Bosque,  48-6, 
ending  the  best  season  in  more  years  than  current  students 
can  remember. 

For  our  success  the  '41  Bearcat  squad  can  thank  the 
patience  and  untiring  efforts  and  good  training  program  of 
Coach  Montgomery.  He-  will  be  remembered  by  each  of  the 
twenty- two  members  of  the  squad  and  especially  by  the  eleven 
seniors  who  begrudged,  to  the  nth  degree,  the  end  of  the 
season.

For  a  successful  1941-42  season,  Moody  High's  basketball 
team  dropped  only  one  conference  game,  to  Lorena. 

Out  of  nine  starts,  they  won  six  games  and  lost  three 
and  ran  up  a  total  of  274  points  to  their  opponents'  183.
